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AN ACT TO CHANGE THE TERM OF OFFICE OF THE MAYOR AND COUNCIL OF 

THE TOWN OF GRANTSBORO TO FOUR YEARS. 

 

The General Assembly of North Carolina enacts: 

 

SECTION 1.  Sections 3-3 and 3-4 of the Charter of the Town of Grantsboro, being 

S.L. 1997-446, read as rewritten: 

"Section 3-3. Term of Office of Council Members. Members of the Council are elected to 

two-year terms in 1997 and biennially four-year terms in 2011 and quadrennially thereafter. 

"Section 3-4. Mayor; Term of Office. The Mayor shall be elected by the qualified voters 

of the Town in 1997 and biennially thereafter for a two-year 2011 and quadrennially thereafter 

for a four-year term." 

SECTION 2.  This act is effective when it becomes law but does not affect any 

current two-year term of office.
